What A Hybrid! 


It’s nearly twenty years since Dr. Pfeif- 
fer saw the first flower from her crosses 
of L. martagon album x L. hansonit. And 
it was not until 1955 that she consented 
to have us introduce them to the garden- 
ing world. In the intervening years she 
ruthlessly culled every seedling that 
showed the slightest imperfection or 
which did not meet her exacting stand- 
ards for beauty, vigour and uniformity. 
What remained was about as near to per- 
fection as one could get in a martagon 
x hansonii hybrid. When we took over 
her stock and planted it out and saw it 
in bloom for several seasons, we realized 
that a very important group of lilies had 


of flowers on strong stiff stems, magnifi- 
cent foliage, all setting off the fine gold 
color of the blooms. The bulbs are the 
healthiest we have ever seen and they 
multiply in an ideal way—in two years 
one bulb divides into two big ones, and 
in three to four years these two bulbs 
divide again into four large bulbs, when 
they are ready to take up and replant. 


Gardeners have taken to the Pfeiffer 
martagon x hansonii hybrids with devo- 
tion. Here we have a truly new and strik- 
ing lily. And only now has Dr. Pfeiffer 
decided to give these hybrids a name. 
They are to be called Pfeiffer ‘Terrace 
City’ Hybrids, in honor of the Boyce 
Thompson Institute for Plant Research 
and the City of Yonkers, N. Y., where

A PEERLESS WHITE SPECIOSUM 


If there is a better white speciosum than our 
L. speciosum album, we'll tip our hat to it. Last 
autumn we sent 50 bulbs to the Ornamentals Sec- 
tion, U. S. Dept. of Agric., Beltsville, Md. They 
were wanted there to carry on important breed- 
ing work, the geneticists having recognized and 
confirmed the outstanding quality of this strain. 
Great beauty the flower has, of course—the pure 
white blooms with their green nectaries and 
burnt orange pollen are what you dreamed of in 
the species. But above all the bulb and plant have 
vigor—vigor is actually too mild a word for the 
ruggedness of this variety. It persists year after 
year and blooms year after year. It stays in your 
garden and adorns it. Any of our speciosum 
album which do not stay in your garden and 
adorn it give you certified right to ask us for an 
accounting.

The flowers are larger, 
in some cases up to 7” long, with an open spread 
almost equal to the length. The petals are thick, 
closely resembling white kid, and the foliage has good 
substance.

JUST ABOUT PERFECT 


This phrase as applied to a soil mixture 
best suited for lily growing presupposes 
a medium which is chiefly very coarse 
sand, but uncommonly well spiked with 
leafmold and very slyly infiltrated with 
such materials as dried blood, dried cow 
or sheep manure, or what have you got 
of like nature. This kind of soil mixture 
has been called “frothy,” and you can 
dig a lily bulb out of it with your hands 
and yet get plenty of scratch on your 
finger tips. 
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OYEZ! He who plants a lily bulb in a wet 
soggy site should be called before a 
Court of Horticulture. Lily bulbs must 
have the sharpest drainage. The best way 
of providing that is by planting in raised 
beds. But one way or another, it must 
be provided or it is a plain case of mur- 
der where lily bulbs are concerned.

They break up so slowly that they don’t 
need renewal for three years or so. They 
surpress weeds; they filter even the 
scantiest rainfall into the ground which 
they keep in good tilth and at an even 
temperature. They delay emergence of 
lily stems and thus save them from late 
spring frosts. And ultimately they add 
to the humus in the soil.
